On 
the Wednefday he was removed to the houfe of Mr. 
Vanderhorft, the American conful, in Queen fquare. 
Whilitat Mr. Vanderhorft’s, he was paid every at- 
tention, by the whole of the family: great numbers 
waited on him, anxious to behold the hero on whofe 


account they had fo often felt themtelves intere‘ted ; | 


and initead of finding themfeives difappointed when 
fecing and converfing with him, all acknowledged 
themlelves more delighted with him. His manner is 
peculiarly pleafing and attractive, even when. add: eff- 
ing the greateft ftrangers; and his genteel and kind 
behaviour to thofe who have had the honour of being 
introduced to him, has endeared him to them beyond 
meafure: his figure is interefting and his countenance 
pleafing and expreflive. Heappears to be 2 man of 
exquiiite fenfibility. poflefled of an elegant tafte, and 
a molt amiable difpotition. To the character of a 
brave warrior and a fincere patriot, heappears to be 
equally deferving of that of a well bred gentleman 
and a true foldier: it is evident, from his converfa- 
tion, that his reading and ftudy muft have been ex- 
tenfive and various ; he has the highef feafe of gra- 
titude for the kindnefs conferred on him; and poffeifes 
humility toa degree almoft incredible, when ir is 
confidered what exploits he has performed, and what 
fame he now does and ever will poffefs. To all this 
he addsa fincere and ardent love of virtue, and de- 
lights more in being called a lover of virtue, thanin 
being flyledthe prince of warriors. Such is the man 
whom three leagued powers have humed duwn ap if 
he were a beaft for the flaughter! Such is the man 
whom three crowned harpies have endeavoured to 
devour ! 

A deputation of citizens, who voted him plate of 
one hundred guineas value, waited on him with it on 
Saturday: he was much affe@ed with this tribute of 
grateful andaffeCtionateefteem.

The latelt Boltimore paper received by the mail of 
this day is the Telegraphe of Tuefday laft ; this is en- 
tirely filent upon the fubjet of the fever, but w: areforry 
to fay that lettersydated the day before yellerday, contain 
a melancholy coafirmation’ of the reports which we have 
already noticed upon that head. One of thefe, from a 
very refpectable fource, teprefents the fituation of Fall's 
Point, as alarming in the extreme.—The difeafe had 
been communicated to the town, and was {preading in 
all direétions. 





NEWARK, Sept. 13. 

As 5 perfons (two men and thiee boys) 
from the town, were returning from the fifhing banks ia 
a fchooner, about 5 miles below the light houfe. the 
veflel, either owing to its fpringing a leak, or fhipping a 
fea, unfortunately filled with water, and having in a 
quantity of fand, fhe funk; when four of the five pers 
fons were droweed.

EXTRACTS FROM THE LATE TRAVELS OF A 
FRENCHMAN, UP THE MEDITERRANEAN. 


‘ 
= 7 HIS Athens! what did it not bring into my 
mind !—The firft night I flept in this celebrated city, 
my imagination was all alive. I converfed with the 
perfonages of three thoufand years ago: I faw Demoft- 
henes, and the other celebrated characters of Athens, 
while fhe was a Republic. But, alas! the verfatility of 
human things—thofe charaGers that once merited the 
elteem of all the world, are no more; and to them 
have fucceeded a fet of reptiles, who, at leaft in our 
day,difgrace the characters of man,& are the mere flaves 
of a barbarous defpot. [See Time Piece, Vol. 1. No. 
45, for brief fketchesof this writer’s account of Athens. ] 

At laft, after viewing the remains of its ancient 
grandeur, we got ourfelves in readinefs to quit a coun- 


try that had thoufands of years ago produced fo many 
aMous perionages, wo, eltner for treir memorable ac- 


tions, or their immortal writings, have merited the ef- 
teem of all fucceeding ages; but whom now we can 
only find among the clods of common dutt. 

We left Athens, fo celebrated in ancient hiftory, and 
travelled towards Salamis, the country of Solon, leav- 
ing L-leufis on the left, and pafling over a plain inter- 
fperfed with olive trees. After journeying two hours 
and a half, we came to the channel that feparates Sa- 
lamis from the territory of Athens. ‘The ifle of Sala- 
mis, in antiquity, was for a long time a bone of conten- 
tion between the Athenians and Megarians. Athens, 
however, got the better, and the Megarians had e- 
nough to co to attend to the defence of their own ca- 
pital. 

Coming inte Salamis, we fiw, on the right, the ce- 
Jebrated rock Keras, on which Xerxes caufed a throne 
of filver to be erected, from which he reviewed his navy, 
This tyrant, (bred in the defpotifm of Perfia) had flat- 
tered himfelf that he could lead captive the people of 
every Grecian State. Bet ‘i hemiftocles humbled his 
pride, and the battle of Salamis effectually taught the 
Perfians, that it was no eafy matter to combat the force 
of Greece, alive as fhe then was to a fentiment of li- 
berty, though at the fame time threatened with the 
vengeance of the united defpotifm of Afia. The prin- 
cipal village of this ifland (for I could not honeftly call 
ita town), and, indeed, the whole ifland, is now called 
Colouri. Ruins and rubbith of buildings, fome ham- 
lets, and villages, the abodes of poverty and tyranny, 
are the only remains of the famous kingdom of ‘Tela- 
mon, the father of Ajax and Teucer. 

Not remote from Salamis is the ifland of Z&gina, the 
miftrefs of Jupiter, by whom hehad Eacus. ‘There 
are in this ifland fuch abundance of red partridges, that 
every fpring the inhabitants are obliged, by an order of 
the magiltracy, to go through the country and break 
their eggs, for fear of their breeding a famine in the 
ifland, by deitroying the grain. 

fEgina, in ancient days, gave birth to many great 
men, fuch as Achilles, Patroclus, Ajax, and Neop- 
tolomus; “but in our times we fee nothing here but 
mediocrity, which has occafioned a common proverb: 
Z-gina brought her bef children into the world firf. 

We now reiurned from this excurfion, and proceeded 
towards the capita! of Beotia, which is one and a half 
day’s journey from Athens. ‘This was the famous 
Thebes, who had Cadmus for its founders; was en- 
Jaroed by Amphion, who, according to the poets, built 
its walls by the mufte of his harp. Alexander the 
great deitroyed it, and erafed its very foundation, and, 
excepting the defcendents of Pindar the poet, whofe 
works he paid refpect to, all the reit of the Thebans 
were put to the fword. ‘Thebes was alfo the country 
of Hercules, Bacchus, and the two famous captains, 
Pelopidas and Epaminondas. ‘The city is now redu- | 
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ced to little more than the ancient fortrefs called Cad. 
meia; where are {till remaining fome old towers, and 
one among the reft rather more entire, which the peo- 
ple told us had been fpared by Alexander, when he 
demolithed the reft of the city. ‘fhebes, fo great in 
antiquity. contains at préYent no more than three or 
four thoufand perfons ; and hardly any thing remarka- 
ble, of aatiquity, is left, except a fine fpring of water, 
which muil have been that called Dircé by the ancients, 
and much celebrated in the poems of Pindar. It was 
with regret we left this celebrated city of Amphion 
and Epaminondas. : 

The next day we came to Livadia, a finall town 
that has a cumfiderable trade in rice, wheat, ard wool- 
ens. ‘Ihe fucceeding day, in travelling, we left mount 
Helicoa on the left, and afew miles further, we found 
ourfeives at the foot of Parnaffus, which I had the cu- 
riofity to afcead. ‘The afcent is rather rough and difli- 
cult. I, neverthelefs, fo managed, as to pay a vifit to 
both fummits ; and although the feil was in veneral dry 
enough, there were here and there found little levels, 
planted with folitary cyprefles, which made them ex- 
tremely pleafant and agreeable. The famous fountiin 
of Caftalia is im a valley between the two peaks of the 
hill. I muft confefs, with fome enthufiafm, I tatted 
thefe celebrated watcrs—I found them cool and deli- 
cious ; and then faid myfelf down, for fome time, on 
their margin, reflecting on that immenfe multitude of 
unfortunate authors, which, in latter days, profauned 
with their poor productions the remembrance of thofe 
elegant waters, at which the Homers, the Virgils, the 
Anacreons of antiquity, have drank,as well as the 
Corneilles, Miltons, Racines, and Voltaires, of mo- 
dern days. 

I continued on this route as far as the village of Ca 
tri, where was anciently fituated the town of Delphos, 
founded by a fon of Apollo, named Delp us. The 
Greeks cali it the navel or centre of the world; and 
Pindar fays, that Jupiter having fent off two eagles of 
equal {wiftnefs, at the fame time, and from the fame 
point, one towards the eaft, and the other towards the 
weft, they both met at Delphos. ‘The oracles uttered 
here by Apollo, through the mouth of a raving pro- 
phetefs, in old times, made this one of the richeft ci- 
ties inthe world. There was a univerfal coffcourfe here 
from all countries, and all who confulted the oracle hid 
to make rich prefents to the temple. What has not 
prieft-craft done, in all ages, to deceive and miflead the 
credulous part of mankind! 

Among the ruins about Caftri, which are few in 
number, I faw feveral marble colamns, the rude work- 
manfhip of which, gave me no high opinion of the au- 
gult edifices which are faid to have exifted in former 
apes. 

From hence I proceeded, with my compary, to Sa- 
lona, and afterwards to Lepanto, a town anciently cal- 
led Naupaétus, one of the ftrongeft places in Etolia. 
Its fituation is elegant and to advantage, being built on 
the fide of a hill, on the top of which isa citadel. 
Curiolity had not much to detain us here, fo we left the 
place, and the fame day reached Patras, after crofling 
the gulph of Lepanto in a barque. 

Patras (or Aroe) was a confiderable town before the 
Mahometan conquefts, and was ornamented with feveral 
temples; fuch as thofe of Minerva. Atys, Cybele, Ve- 
nus, Diana, and Bacchus of Calydon. Hers are the 
moit beautiful gardens in the world, enriched with cit- 
rons, oranges, and a vait variety of fruits. The village 
of Calata, a few leagues from ancient Calydon, was 
the place where, it is faid, Meleager killed the wild 
boar which laid the country wafte, and whofe hide he 
prefented to the fair Atalanta. 

The fame barque that brought us from Tepanto to 
Patras, conveyed us to Zanthe, where we relied our- 
felves two days, and thea fet out to vifit other parts of 
the Levant.”

Perhaps while [ write, 
this dreadful change is begun. Shield me from uni- 
verfal ruin! Yet ideot man jaughs, fings and rejo'ces 
in the very face of the fun, and fcems no way touched 
with hia fituation. ‘ 

Tuefday. Went to bed in great diltre’s, awaked 
and was comforted, by confidering that this change 
was to happen at fome indefinite time, and therefore, 
like death, the thoughts of it might eatily be borne. 
But there is arevoluuon, a fixed determined revolution, 
which mutt certainly come to pafs; yet which, by good 
fortune, I thall never feel, except in my po'terity. The 
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obliquity of the equator, with the ecliptic, is nov 
twenty minutes lef than when it was obferved two

fix thoufand years the obliquity will be {till jefs by an j 
whole degree. ‘this being fuppofed, it is evident, 


that cur earth, as Lonville has clearly proved, has a 
motion, by which the climates mut neceflarily change 
and, in the {pace of about one million of years. 

vd fhall actuaily travel to the Antarétic pole. 
uudder at the change! How fhall our unhappy 
rand children endure the hideous climate! A  millioa 
of years will foon be accompliihed, they are but a mo- 
ment when compared to eternity ; then fhal! our charm- 
ing country, as I may fay, ina m4ment of time refem- 
ble the hideous wildernels of Nova Zembla- 

Wednefday. ‘Vo night, by my calculation, the long 
expectcd comet is to make us firft appecrance. 
Heavens, what terrors are imperding ever our lit- 
dim fpeck of earth! Dreadful vifitation! Are 
we to be fcorched io its fires, or only {mother’d in the 
vapour ofits tail? Thatis the queition! Thoughtleis 
mortals go build houfes, plant orchards, purchafe 
ejlates, for to-morrew you die. But what if the 
comet fhould notcome? That would be equally fatal. 
Comets are fervants which periodically return to 
fsoply the fan with fuel. If our fun, therefore, fhould 
2 difappointed of the expe&ted fapply, and all his 
fuel be in the mean time burnt out, he muff expire 
like an exhaafted taper. What a miferable fituation 
muft our earth be in without his enlivening ray ? Have 
we not feen feveral neighbouring funs entirely difap- 
pear? Hasnot afiery tlar, near the tail of the ram, 
lately been quite extinguithed ? 

Thurfday. ‘The comet has not yet appeared ; [ am 
forry for it ;_fr/, forry becaufe my calculation is falfe ; 
fecondly, forry lett the fun fhould want fuel ; ¢hirdly, 
forry left the wits fhould laugh at our erroneous pre- 
dictions , and fourthly, forry becaufe if it appears to 
night, it muft neceflarily come within the fphere of 
the earth’s attraction ; and Heaven help the unhappy 
country on v hich it happens to fall. 

fridzy. Our whole fociety have been out, all ea- 
ger in fearch of the comet. We have feen not lefs 
than fixteen comets in different parts of the Heavens. 
However, we are unanimoufly refolved to fix upon 
one only to be the comet expected. That near Virgo 
wants nothing but a tail to ft it out completely for ter- 
re(trial admiration.

NEW YORK, SEPTEMBER, 18. 


The Britifh fleet, lately employed in bombarding 
and blockadirg Cadiz, under the command of the 
earl of St. Vincents, confilted of one fhip of 110 guns; 
two of 100; three of 98; two of go; twelve of 74; 

ne of 64; one of 42; one of 38; fiye of 36; five of 
323 one of 28; two of 243; one of 20; one of 18; 
one of 16, anda floop of t4 guas: inall 40 fail. The 
frightening of fome old women and Spanith monks out 
Cadiz, will hardly compenfate for the expenditure of fo 
much Britifh powder. 

On the 21 ft of June, about two hundred republicans 
from Milan, in Italy, marched to the gates of the duke- 
dom of Parma, (ftill under the influence of royalty) 
preceded by an immenfe braach of a tree, borne by ci- 
tizens, and pinnacled with the bennett rouge, or red bon- 
nett, which they planted at the gates of Parma. Some 
French republican officers, however, foon difplaced it, 
under the authority of Buonaparte’s proclamation of the 
oth of Jane, prohibiting either French or Italian re- 
publicans from the difturbing fubjeéts of the duke of 
Parma. 

A London paper of Auguf 22, gives a very inter- 
efting account of ‘an honelt tay!ér’s wife walking feven 
miles, in an advanced ftate of pregnancy, to fee prince 
William of Gloucefter ; the waited an hour, ig feems, 
for this immenfe honour; when his highnefs hearing 
that a lady was at the door, wifbing to fee him, gracioufly 
itepped out, and gratified ber curiofity. She returned, 
on foot, her feven miles over again, and wasa few hours 
afterwards delivered of twins.” Queer, How many 
aves will ir take to convince people in common life, 
that emperors, kings, princes, dukes, &c. in effestials, 
sre much the fame as common people, and, in many 
much below them. 
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The report of the Yellow Fever prevailing on board 
the frigate United States, !ving at Kenfiagton, near 
Philadelphia, is faid, in a Fhilade!phia paper, to be 
without much foundation. The failing maiter and a 
marine had died; a feaman put into the hofpital, and 
a lieutenant in a (tate of convalefcence. 


It ‘s faid the Yellow Fever is daily Fecomicg more a- 


‘arming in Philadeiphia:—The Daily Advertifer of 


laft Monday, mentions 57 deaths in the preceding 48 
hovrs, in the city and fuburbs: and we do not learn 
that the matter is any thing better fince. From Mon- 
day to Tuefday noon, the returns were 27 deaths; 22 
of them adults, the remainder children. The public 
ofhces are remaved to Germantown, and elfewhere; 
and it is computed, near 50,000 perfons have left the 
city. 

The uniform fhare of abvufe and fCurrility thrown out 
by Mr. Porcupine, towards every character that be- 
comes obnoxious to him, or has not fallen in with his 
politics, has long been notorious to the public. His 
feursility and abufe, however, has always fallen harm- 
lefs ; it is only his praife that.people are afraid of. Mr. 
Pitt had too mean an opinion of the American Repub- 
licans, if he thought their caufe was to be thaken by 
ribaldry and blackguardifm. The fooner, therefore, 
he withdraws this agent the better; or, perhaps, a di/- 
miffa! will take place, without much formality; efpe- 
cially, as there is fcarcely an honeft Englifhmnn in this 
country but what deteits Porcupine, and the caufe in 
which he is engaged.

Accounts from Italy fay, that the poor old wooden 
faints are becoming quite ovt of fahion. Nobody 
cares much for the hquefaction of the blood of St. 
Januarius; and the poorfaint, as Brydone predided, 
near thirty years ago, will foon be a faint of no con- 
feguence, even in the annals of fuperitition. 

An Englith writer (and a reverend writer too) has 
recently publifhed the whole hiltory of the quarrels be- 
tween the Britifh prince, George, and princefs of Wales, 
his wife, in a fnug oftavo volume. ‘This very worthy 
compilation is made, the reverend author fays, from the 
newfpapers. He next goes on, in his prefatory ad- 
drefs, to abafe the news writers and printers for their 
bafenefs and venality, in thus betraying the fecrets of the 
royal family. His countrymen accufe the reverend 
compiler of want of both fenfe and decency, in abufing 
the new{pupers for originating a piece of fcandal, which 
his pamphlet is likely to perpetuate. Why thefe two 
good people fhould quarrel, is hard tofay. Difficul- 
ties in life may now and then render the happieft pair 
cold to each other—but thefe royal named people are 
at the pinnacle of things, * above the level of all care’ — 
If they quarrel, therefore, it mut be like the quarrels 
of royaliits on the lage: they quarrel for what the 
common fenfe of mankind laugh at. A quarrel of 
this kind is recorded as follows: A princefs faid, in a 
frolic, ‘Oh, my ftars and garters!’ Madam, faid a 
young knight of the garter, you fhould have faid, O, 
my garters and ftars. Sir, replied the princefs, you are 
a puppy; and inftantly fpit in his face. - 





A ftite of defpotiim over any nation, has been com- 
ired to a long continued calm in the atmofphere: 
all is huthed, but the miferable& weather guefler will 
tell you, when this is the cafe, that a ftorm is near at 
hand. France, politically, previous to the year 1788, 
had enjoyed fuch a calm for near 1400 years. All 
know the eff2& of a long calm in the atmofphere 
of Nature; it begets ftorms, tornadoes and whirl- 
winds Whoat the period of fuch a calm looks for 
a reftoration of fair weather, without fome tempora- 
ry convuliion. ‘T'o hear fome men talk of the revo- 
lution in France, one would fuppofe they expected it 
fhould have been accomplifhed by fitting in an arm 
chair and eating cufard and pumpkin pye. No fach 
thing. As in the natural world tempeits and hurri- 
canes reftore the equilibriumand falabrity of the air, 
it wil’ even be the fame in the political. Why is 
France alone to be fingled out as the nation which 
has ccmmmitted exceffes in the hour of a revolution. 
Look to the hiftory of Great Britain, whofe revolu- 
tions have been the mere play-tovs cf children, in 
comparifon to that of Frarce, and fee what cruelties 
have been perpetrated in accomplifhing them. What 
was the fneaking revolution of 1688, in England, in 
comparifon to the fublime experiments of America 
and France in 1775 and 17383? A mere nething; a 
deception palmed on the people; a charge from the 
yoke of one royal family io another ; and yet, fee 
what blsod was fpilt in accomp'ithing it! But all

| this is forgot. As.to the American revolution, it 


was brought abour under peculiar and unparalleled 
circumitarnces. Alhhough the people of this country 
had the fagacity to perceive the firft advances of dei- 
potiim and its views upon their liberties, vet it had 
not previoully debafed their fpirits. Not a ftep in 
the American revolution was taken but the people 
reflected on the matter; and from conviction approv- 








ed its rectitude. They bad not yet fo felt the weight 
cf the yoke of tyranny as to render them enemies to 
human nature. Befdes, the habit of an American is 
naturally co'd and refle&ive ; void of enthufiafm, he 
does little through the influence of pafion. Hence, 
when at fuch a period, in another nation, the prevail- 
ing party would have doomed the inferior to deftruc- 
tion, tar and feathers, or fome fuch matter, was the 
urmoft degrce of vengeance infli@ed on the fufferer ; 
ard even this, it was thought, had been better let 
alone, 2s it never wrought convition. That the 
men who conducted the revolution in America were, 
in general, what ariftecracy flyles great men, there is 
no doubt: at the fame time, let it be remembered, 
that itis the fpiit of a nation only, that makes indi- 
viduals great. 


It is remarkable (and alfo muft in fome degree affect 
the mufcles of rifibility ) to obferve how tame an animal 
the pope is become. In former times, he fpoke in aa 
air of imperious authority to monarchs 3 and thefe mon- 
archs, with all their pride, were fo mean, in order to 
retain their dominion over the fpirits of the peovle, as, 
fome one of them, to be always in waiting to hold the 
ftirrup when the pope mounted his horfe to go a riding. 
—One of the firlt inftances of oppofition to the pope’s 
affumed authority, was from Richard the fir(t, of Kng- 
land. Richard had taken prifoner in bati!e ove of the 
fighting bithops of thefe times: the pope imperion ly de- 
manded his fon (as he called him) to be fet at liberty: 
— To this the king replied by fending the bifhop’s gown, 
furplice, furcingle and the reft of the holy tackie in 
which he had been taken, ftained as it was with blooJ, 
to the pope—with the following billet (alluding to the 
ftory of Jofeph)—* Lo! this have I found: fee whe- 
ther it be thy fon’s coat or not !”
